Navy's New Look 


Gets Out of Hand 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Navy’s new look, 
according to the man responsible for it, has gotten 
out of hand. Too many sailors are walking around 
with long hair, shaggy beards and grimy work clothes. 
Adm. Elmo R. Zumwalt, the Chief of Naval Oper­ 
ations who brought beer to the barracks and relaxed 
hair and clothes rules to make the Navy attractive 
to youth has had to backtrack. 
He has issued new orders telling sailors their hair 
always must look neat and must not touch the col­ 
lar. In addition mutton chop sideburns are out, 
beards must be neatly trimmed and those who wear 
work clothes to and from duty shouldn't lounge 
around looking like their civilian contemporaries 
outfitted in duds from a navy surplus store. 
Zumwalt issued a series of reforms, nicknamed 
“Z-grams” after he took over in July. 
But the Z-gram that allowed beards and mus­ 
taches, longer hair and the wearing of dungarees to 
and Irom work — in contrast to previous practices 
of making a sailor wear snappy whites or blues to 
work and change there into dungarees —backfired. 
Some 
sailors, 
going 
far beyond the original 
intent, 
looking 
almost 
like 
college 
students, 
and some started coming to work wearing oil 
soaked, paint spattered or torn dungarees that 
might be fine in an engine room but reflected badly 
on the Navy off the base. 
Old timers in the Navy did not like it. Zumwalt, 
in a series of tours of Naval bases, learned of their 
displeasure first hand. In December he decided the 
time had come to clarify the rules. 
Zumwalt’s new order, just made public, spells out 
just what will and will not be tolerated. 
“The determination of hair styles, within the cri­ 
teria detailed below, is an individual decision,” it 
said. “ Hair will be neat, clean, trimmed and pre­ 
sent a groomed appearance. Hair will not touch the 
collar except for the closely cut hair at the back of 
the neck, and that will present a tapered appear­ 
ance.” 
Sideburns, 
Zumwalt 
said, “ will not extend be­ 
low the bottom of the earlobe, will be of even width 
(not flared) and will end with a clean-shaven hori­ 
zontal line.”

Coombs Acts To Validate Charter 


SACRAMENTO — Action to validate the updating 
of San Bernardino County’s charter, as approved by 
votei’s last November, has been taken by Sen. Wil­ 
liam E. Coombs, R-20th Dist. 
Coombs introduced a Senate Concurrent Resolu­ 
tion for legislative approval of the charter amend­ 
ments as required by law. 
The measure validates propositions A and B as 
they appeared on the Nov. 3 ballot. 
Proposition A updates and clarifys language and 
removes obsolete 
provisions 
in 
the 
charter 
as 
adopted in 1913. 
It also allows appointments by the board of super­ 
visors, rather than the governor, to fill unexpired 
short-term vacancies on the board of supervisors. 
Proposition B provides that the office of county 
counsel, registrar of voters and county purchasing 
agent be placed under the control of the board of 
supervisors rather than under Civil Service. 


Space Shuttle Plan Lauded 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Governmental creation of 
a California Space Shuttle Task Force has been ap­ 
plauded by Rep. Jerry L . Pettis, R-33rd Dist., San 
Bernardino County, as “an important step in ac- 
celebrating the drive to have the shuttle testing site 
in California.” 
Pettis said that Robert H. Volk of Unionamerica, 
Inc., has been named task force chairman. 
The shuttle is a multi-billion dollar program for 
exploring space with reusable vehicles capable of 
landing like an airplane. Pettis said that high speed 
re-entry aircraft already are being tested at Ed­ 
wards Air Force Base north of San Bernardino 
County on the edge of the Mojave Desert. 
“The space shuttle is the next step in space explo­ 
ration after the Apollo moon flights. The base for its 
operations will be the spaceport of the future. I 
want this spaceport to be in our a rea ,” Pettis said.

Potential sites include Edwards Air Force Base, 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, the White Sands Mis­ 
sile Range in New Mexico, the Air Force Base at 
Wendover, Utah, and the Kennedy Space Center in 
Florida.

Dear Dr. Lamb—What causes 
the pulse to slow in a Stokes- 
Adams attack? As in the case 
of other types of heart ail­ 
ments, are restricted activities 
and diet necessary following 
this condition? 
D e a r 
Reader—A 
Stokes- 
Adams attack usually refers to 
an epsiode characterized by a 
seziure or convulsion that has 
been 
caused 
by 
inadequate 
blood flow to the brain. The 
poor circulation results from 
the heart beating so slowly that 
it is not pumping enough blood. 
The slow heart rate is caused 
by a defect in the heart that 
prevents 
the 
normal 
trans­ 
mission of the heart’s electrical 
impulse from Jftie top part of 


the heart to the lower heavy 
muscular pumping chambers- 
In normal people the heart is 
stimulated by a tiny anatomical 
spark plug at the top of the 
heart. When this impuse can 
not pass to the lower part of 
the heart, a much slower signal 
is generated within the heavy 
heart muscle itself. This is all 
that keeps the heart going. De­ 
pending upon where the slower 
signal comes from, the heart 
rate may be 50 or 30 or less a 
minute. Trouble begins when 
the rate gets real slow. 
Usually, the reason the nor 
mal impuse from the top of the 
heart is not transmitted is be­ 
cause ot a diseased area at the 
junction of the upper and lower 
heart chambers. The disease is 


usually our old “ friend,” ath­ 
erosclerosis, or fatty deposits, 
in the arteries that supply blood 
to that area. 
In some cases when there are 
too many attacks or the heart 
rate can not be kept at high 
enough level by other means 
(pills), an electrical pacemaker 
or stimulator can be put in the 
heart. This device sends out 
signals regularly that are trans­ 
mitted directly from the device 
to the heart muscle of the lower 
chamber 
through 
wires 
at­ 
tached by needles to the heart 
muscle- Many people are alive 
today because of these devices. 
Not all patients need them if 
they respond well to medicine. 
Yes, diet Is important. Just 
controlling the body weight is 
important since it decreases the 
amount of work the heart must 
do. 
O b v i o u s l y , anyone with 
Stokes-Adams attacks should be 
under a doctor’s care.

Afte r J 4 Months 


In December 19 6 9 I co mpleted purchase o f a Sky ­ 
line mo bile ho me fro m an area dealer and it was 
mo v ed into the park space where it still remains 
almo st a y ear later. 
The co st o f this mo bile ho me appro x imated $8,6 9 4 
and o n co mpletio n o f all pay ments o n this to tal, as 
wo rk in establishing the ho me o n the site pro g ressed, 
so me wo rk that was to be do ne was no t co mpleted. 
The lev eling o f the heme with jacks as it settled, 
replacement o f sev eral do o rs that were so warped it 
was difficult to clo se them, trim installatio n o f a 
clo set do o r, and installatio n o f mo ulding in co rners 
and aro und the ceiling —these were the majo r items 
no t co mpleted when the to tal $8,6 9 4 was paid. 
In December 19 6 9 , I made so me 15 pho ne calls to 
the salesman, urg ing him to finish this wo rk. In 
March 19 70 , I called ag ain and the salesman pro m­ 
ised to send a man to co mplete the wo rk so me time 
that week. 
Three weeks passed and no o ne arriv ed, so I called 
ag ain. 
The salesman was o ut so I to ld ano ther 
salesman abo ut the inco mplete wo rk. He ag reed 
that the wo rk sho uld be do ne and pro mised that 
w hen o ur salesman returned he wo uld hav e him call 
me. 
Two weeks elapsed witho ut this call. Then I met 
the installing man and to ld him ho w thing s sto o d. 
He to ld me the do o rs had been o rdered and wo uld 
be replaced as so o n as they arriv ed. I also to ld him 
that if so mething wasn’t do ne within 10 day s, I 
wo uld take the matter up with Actio n Line. 
The salesman then called me and said he had 
do ne ev ery thing that he co uld do to g et the manu- 
iacturer to take care o f my pro blems. He to ld me 
that 1 sho uld co ntact the Sky line plant at Hemet. 
It is no w No v ember 19 70 and no ne o f the wo rk has 
been do ne. I think the respo nsibility lies with the 
manufacturer as the salesman appears to hav e tried 
to g et wo rk co mpleted.— 
W. W. 
Action Line contends that a merchant is respon­ 
sible for the merchandise he sells. If the manufac­ 
turer will not replace or repair defective goods, it is 
the merchant’s responsibility. A consumer goes to a 
merchant with the good faith that the merchant 
stands behind what he sells. 
A merchant may have real problems with a man­ 
ufacturer, but the consumer should not have to bear 
the brunt of such problems. 
In this instance, your dealer provided Action Line 
with copies of his letters through May 1970 to the 
manufacturer, pleading for the materials needed to 
complete finishing work on your mobilehome. 
The dealer further asserted that his firm no long­ 
er sells Skyline products because of service prob­ 
lems. 
Following our second request for action on your 
incomplete but year-old mobilehome, Skyline Homes 
denied every having received correspondence from 
you concerning the problems, although the dealer 
documented having forwarded letters to Skyline and 
we had forwarded a copy of your letter, listing all 
the problems, a month previously. 
The manufacturer then authorized the dealer to 
complete re-leveling of your mobilehome. As the 
wood trim used in your home was no longer being 
used, Skyline forwarded a sample of a similar w'ood 
and asked if it would be acceptable. This was on 
Dec. 21. 
You replied that it would be acceptable and re­ 
minded Skyline that three doors were so warped 
they required replacement. You also provided exact 
measurements of all trim wood 
and moulding 
needed. 
So as 1970 came to an end, you and Action Line 
expected that your home would be completed at last. 
The leveling was completed by the dealer soon the­ 
reafter. 
Then January passed without any word or contact 
concerning the needed moulding trim and doors. 
Then February began to slip by, and on Feb. 18, 
Action Line made a final request for action on your 
incomplete mobilehome. Skyline contacted you by 
phone the next day, made a tentative appointment 
for a workman to call and the finishing work and 
door straightening was accomplished to your satis­ 
faction the following Monday. So 14 months after 
you purchased the Skyline mobile-home, it is “ brand 
new.”

tified some of Pomona’s great­ 
est needs 
as 
greater unity, 
s t r o n g e r leadership, lower 
taxes, better community rela­ 
tions and a City Council more 
receptive to the people. 


Thirteen of the 14 candidates 
seeking election to three council 
seats 
at 
Tuesday’s 
election, 
spoke before several hundred 
persons 
at 
the 
Palomares 
Community Building in a forum 
s p o n s o r e d by the Pomona 
League of Women Voters. 


Each was given three min­ 
utes to speak 
on the 
topic 
“ What 
do 
you 
consider 
Po­ 
mona’s greatest needs?” This 
was followed by a question and 
answer period, then each was 
given two minutes to sum up. 
The five candidates for ma­ 
yor are incumbent, Ben Law- 
ng, former mayor Richard C. 
Brownell, Councilman William 
G. Herrera, Monroe Jones and 
John W. Ridley Jr. 


Herrera said he believes that 
leadership is the ifrst solution 
to 
Pomona’s 
problem. 
“ We 
need 
good 
legislation 
and 
a 


man who will be a catalyst at 
the 
city 
level. 
The 
mayor 
should have access to govern­ 
ment at the county, state and 
federal levels since Pomona is 
vying for outside funds as are 
surrounding cities,” he said. 
He also proposed bringing the 
City Council and the Pomona 
School District board together 
on a regular basis. “ The city 
would benefit if the two groups 
would work together,” he said. 
Lawing said 
Pomona 
does 
suffer 
from 
some 
problems 
common to other cities, but it 
does have some assets. These in­ 
clude more churches, modem 
civic 
center, 
functional 
and 
beautiful library, excellent po­ 
lice and fire departments and 
five freeways he said. 
“ Our 
greatest 
need 
is 
to 
tackle our problems and direct 
our efforts and speech to a 
more positive direction, he said. 
Lawing pledged to refrain from 
derogatory comments and to 
“ talk up” the city’s assets. 
Need for Leadership 
Jones said the greatest need 
is for leadership. He said the 
city needs those leaders who 
can relate to all the people of 
the community. “ I understand 
all the needs of Pomona and I 
can relate to all the people of 


Pomona,” Jones said. 
He also said the mayor must 
be a person who can relate to 
people in businesses and in­ 
dustry and in Washington and 
Sacramento to get those things 
needed in Pomona. Jones said he 
was the “ father” of the human 
life commission and helped to 
establish new laws in hiring 
practices. 
Brownell, who identified him­ 
self as a conservative candi­ 
date, said he believed in the 
free enterprise system and that 
government is the necessary 
evil needed to do those things 
people can’t do for themselves 
such as police and fire protec­ 
tion and water and sewer serv­ 
ices. 
“ I agree it is time to change 
the methods at city hall. We 
need a new Pomona. The old 
one is tarnished at the moment. 
Investors and developers have 
been discouraged from our city 
and many good citizens have 
been chased away by an un­ 
sympathetic local government,” 
he said. 
Ridley said the major prob­ 
lem 
is 
local 
unemployment. 
General Dynamics is now down 
to 4,000 employes, 
the Mar- 
quardt 
and 
Monesco 
plants 
have cut back, and Burlington 


Mills will soon close down, he 
said. 
“ Why do businesses leave?” 
he asked. “ Our tax rate is too 
high. We need a City Council 
that will get rid of the utility 
tax and reduce the tax base by 
10 per cent.” 
Candidates for the 1st council 
district are incumbent Fred Li­ 
vermore, Stan Kawa, and Rich­ 
ard (Buz) French. 
Kawa 
said 
the 
incumbent 
councilman is the architect of 
disunity. “ He has violated the 
letter and intent of the city 
charter by unnecessary inter­ 
ference with city administrative 
operations.” The council should 
not meddle in various city ad­ 
ministrative 
departments, 
he 
said adding. “ They are the pro­ 
fessionals and we are the ama­ 
teurs.” 
French said the city’s great­ 
est need is unity, beginning at 
the council level. “ To solve the 
problem, we must unite and 
work as a team toward our 
common goal.” In building a 
home, builders start with solid 
foundation, he said. “ Our foun­ 
dation is sound but part of our 
city structure is weak.” 
Chang e in Attitude 
Livermore said the answer is 
simple—a change in the atti­ 


tude of people. “ The problems 
of Pomona are varied, but we 
are Americans. We have never 
been licked yet. 
Individually 
and collectively, let’s get behind 
Pomona and pull her up and 
over the mountain,” he said. 
Candidates for the fourth dis­ 
trict and the post vacated by 
Herrera 
are 
former 
council­ 
man, Milton Ball, Walter E. 
Sterk, Clyde Stephens, Charles 
Bader, Mrs. Margaret Preska 
and Merle Wooten. Wooten was 
unable to attend the meeting. 
Mrs. Preska said the city 
needs a strong council 
that 
knows how to set government 
policy and is not afraid to 
act—a council that will delegate 
responsibility to trustworthy, ta­ 
lented people—a council that 
knows how to oversee and di­ 
rect without interfering, and a 
c o u n c i l that respects the 
energies and abilities of all the 
people in the city. 
Stephens said Pomona must 
have a City Council that is res­ 
ponsive to the people it repre­ 
sents. He said the utility tax is 
an unnecessary burden on the 
people and he will move for its 
repeal. There are many areas 
where city spending can be cut, 
such as reducing the number of 
city vehicles and consolidating 


some city departments, he ad­ 
ded. 
Jo bs, Lo wer Tax es 
Sterk said Po mo na needs jo bs 
and lower taxes. With the pro b­ 
lems facing the city , it needs to 
elect men with leadership abil­ 
ities and common sense, he 
said. He urged the council to 
unite into a smooth working or­ 
ganization where each member 
welcomes the other’s sugges­ 
tions, 
ideas and constructive 
criticism. 
Ball said he favored the courv- 
cil-management form of govern­ 
ment and believed the council 
should tend to the policy mak­ 
ing duties and leave the oper­ 
ation of the city to the profes­ 
sionals 
in 
management. 
He 
proposed that a councilman be 
assigned to work with different 
ethnic groups. 
Bader said Pomona’s greatest 
problems 
include 
community 
relations and urban decay. He 
proposed asking the City Coun­ 
cil to call together groups like 
the Fair Housing Council and 
Board of Realtors to discuss 
housing policy; the chamber of 
commerce, NAACP and MAPA 
to discuss hiring practices; and 
church and service clubs to dis­ 
cuss community relations prob­ 
lems. 


Rowla nd Boa rd Oppos e s Any Sta ff Cuts

ROWLAND HEIGHTS — With 
about 100 teachers in attend­ 
ance, the Rowland school board 
directed administrators Thurs­ 
day night to make no reduc­ 
tions in 
the 
non-teaching or 
teaching staffs to balance the $1 
million-plus deficit 1971-72 bud­ 
get. 


The 
recommendation 
from 
president Paul Herman passed 
unanimously following a clash 
between Herman and 
Adrian 
Parker, president of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Teachers in 
Rowland. 
“ I believe the board and ad- 


ministrators are not meeting 
t h e i r primary responsibility. 
That is, to provide the best edu­ 
cation that we possibly can for 
the children of this district,” 
Parker charged. 
He then asked Herman if he 
knew how many Nogales High 
School students meet academ c 
requirements of the University 
of California, the mean reading 
level of high school freshmen 
and certain aspects of the Mil- 
ler-Unruh reading program at 
the elementary level. 
Herman responded that nei­ 
ther he nor any other board 
member could be expected to 
have access to all facts and in­ 
formation within the district. 


Trustee John Blackburn inter­ 


rupted, criticizing Parker for 


“ putting blame” on the present 


board for inadequacies within 
the district “ although we ha­ 
ven’t had full control for the six 
or seven years you speak of.” 
Parker countered 
with the 
statement that the “ philosphy 
remains the same.” 
“ The parents and taxpayers 
of this district have approved a 
tax rate which would enable the 
board 
to levy approximately 
$800,000, yet the board opposes 
that. It is your responsibility to 
provide the students . . . with 


the best education possible,” 
Parker said. 


Herman revealed then that he 


was about to recommend no 


teacher position or salary cuts, 
but he thought “ it was a shame 
that we have people like that 
(pointing 
at 
Parker) 
repre­ 
senting a percentage of teach­ 
ers in this district.” 
He pointed out that he re­ 
ferred to the AFT and not the 
other teacher group, Associated 
Rowland Educators. 
Board members then agreed

City Edito r 
ONTARIO — Air cargo has 
become a big business at On­ 
tario International Airport. 
More than 60,000 pounds of 
fre'ght is handled daily at the 
airport’s three major cargo ter­ 
minals, with more than two 
million pounds recorded last 
year. 
The cargo ranges from un­ 
hatched eggs and wild animals 
to race 
horses, 
fresh 
vege­ 
tables, and car racing parts. 
Universal 
Airlines 
handles 
only cargo at the airport, while 
Air Cargo, Inc., and Air West 
load their frieght on scheduled 
passenger flights. 
B i l l Kuhlmeyer, 
assistant 
manager for Universal oper­ 
ations at Ontario, said his firm 
averages about 50,000 pounds of 
freight daily. 
The airline, based at a hang­ 
ar at the Lockheed Aircraft Co. 


facility, uses a DC-8 to haul 
General Motors auto parts daily 
from Detroit to Ontario for dis­ 
tribution to the assembly plants 
located on the West Coast. 


“ We carry all kinds of parts, 
except for engines,” he said. On 
the return flights, the plane is 
loaded with fresh produce for 
the Detroit markets. 


Universal 
also 
hauls 
tho­ 
roughbred race horses about 10 
times a year to Lexington, Ky. 
“ We use a Lockheed Electra, 
which has stalls for 17 horses,” 
he said. “ The number of horses 
carried varies with the flight.”

Four Issues 


Confronting 


Education 


With the April dual income 
ta x c r u n c h immediately 
ahead, the matter of federal, 
state and local governmental 
budgets is getting the annual 
pained appraisal by the citi­ 
zenry. 
In California the headlines 
of the state budgetary fight 
ahead have dealt largely with 
the Administration’s call for 
containing welfare and Medi- 
Ca! costs. There can be no 
question but that a monumen­ 
tal legislative struggle lies 
ahead over the state budget 
and whether or not welfare 
and medical expenses can be 
clipped sufficiently to pre­ 
clude a state tax hike. 
Get Headlines 
While welfare and Medi-Cal 
have commanded most of the 
headlines as prime budgetary 
battlegrounds, there are other 
critical 
issues which must 
come center stage in the year 
ahead, too. 
One major area of concern 
for all involved, within and 
outside of government, is in 
the field of public education 
— grades K through 12 — as 
apart from the problems con­ 
fronting the university and 
the state college systems. 
Four critical, and a host of 
peripheral, 
issues 
confront 
California’s elementary and 
secondary education system. 
1. Governor Ronald Reagan 
has proposed, in the area of 
public school 
finance, that 
there be no increase in state 
funding of the school pro­ 
gram. It is the Governor’s 
contention that the budgetary 
p r o b l e m s confronting the 
state do not allow an increase 
in state spending for public 
school purposes. On the other 
end of the spectrum, local 
property taxpayers who al­ 
ready are funding the major 
portion of school finance con­ 
tend the state should assume 
a more equitable share of the 
financial burden. 
2. The explosive subject of 
teacher tenure also is up for 
review. Generally speaking, 
under present law, a teacher 
in California is not granted 
tenure until after serving for 
three years in the school sys­ 
tem. At that point a teacher 
is granted “ tenure” and can 
only be fired “ for cause.” 
The argument for tenure is 
that it protects teachers, like 
other public employees, from 
a spoils system employment 
situation where employment 
is at the whim of whatever 
political force is calling the 
s ho t s . The argument ad­ 
vanced against tenure, to gen­ 
eralize, is that teachers would 
be better off being rewarded 
with “ merit pay” on the basis 
of ability rather than being 
paid by a uniform salary 
schedule, dependent on as­ 
signment and other factors. 
3. A battle is shaping up 
over the State Teachers Re­ 
tirement Fund. To help get 
over the projected state bud­ 
get shortage, a proposal has 
been put forth to borrow from 
the teachers retirement fund. 
It Is a practice which has 
been followed with various 
special funds in the past. The 
contrary argument is that the 
teachers retirement fund, at 
the moment, is in need of ad­ 
ditional funding to put it on a 
sounder basis. 
Voucher System 
4. The proposal has been 
made that the state go to 
some form of educational 
voucher system. Under this 
plan parents would receive 
vouchers good for a stipulated 
sum to pay for their chil­ 
dren’s education. The parents 
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JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Army Can't Locate Enemy Mines, 
Booby Traps, Arms in Vietnam 


The Pentagon has spent bil­ 
lions since the end of World 
War II to improve our tactic­ 
al warfare capability. Yet our 
ability to locate enemy fire, 
to score battlefield hits, to de­ 
liver close air support and to 
detect mines and booby traps 
is little better today than it 
was in 1945. 
The waste in dollars has 
been less appalling than the 
cost in lives. Thousands of 
men have died in Korea and 
Vietnam because of the tech­ 
nical incompetence of our de­ 
fense contractors. 
Despite the enormous sums 
they have been paid, the con­ 
tractors have failed to devel­ 
op many improvements that 
would make ground combat 
less deadly for the infantry. 
Indeed, dirt soldier^ do more 
of the dying today than they 
did in World War II. More 
than 80 per cent of our battle 
casualties in Vietnam have 
been infantrymen. 
Th e r e ’ s no telling how 
many have paid with their 
lives because companies have 
put profits ahead of progress. 
All too often, defense con­ 
tractors have kept their pro­ 
fits up by holding the stan­ 
dards down. They have ac­ 
complished this by cultivating 
and coddling the brass hats 
who Set the standards. 
In past columns, we have 
told how the great corpora­ 
tions court the Pentagon’s big 
brass with cocktails and ca­ 
viar, expense-account enter­ 
tainment and tempting job of­ 
fers. Out of this cozy relation­ 
ship 
have 
come 
contract 
specifications 
tailored 
to 
maximize profits, to perpe­ 
tuate programs and renew 
contracts. 
Advances in tactical war­ 
fare have been held back, too, 
because of bickering between 
the Army and Air Force and 
because of pride in weapons 
which were completely out­ 
moded. 
Co ntracto rs Fail GI’s 
W h i l e other contractors 
have succeeded in landing 
men on the moon, the mighty 


military-industrial 
complex 
has been unable to clear 
mines and booby traps out of 
the paths of our foot soldiers. 
Result: The casualties from 
these pernicious devices have 
been comparatively higher in 
Vietnam than in any previous 
war. 
It also takes our troops 
longer to neutralize an enemy 
bunker today than it did dur­ 
ing World War II. They are 
still obliged to assault the 
bunker with small arms and 
explosive charges. The most 
modern method of planting 
the explosives isi to poke them 
into the bunker on the end of 
a long pole. 
Of all our men who have 
died on Vietnam battlefields, 
almost 70 per cent were killed 
by 
fragmenting projectiles. 
The casualties from flying 
shrapnel have been almost 30 
per cent higher than our 
troops encountered in the Pa­ 
cific during World War II. 
Yet in an age of multi-mil­ 
lion-dollar 
missile 
systems 
and million-dollar overruns, 
defense contractors haven’t 
figured out how to locate the 
weapons that fire these shells. 
An Army specialist, who has 
been working on a secret stu­ 
dy 
entitled 
“ Indirect 
Fire 
Hostile Weapons,” has told 
us: 
“ Assume that the enemy 
will employ the hills and 
trees, or dig holes In the 
ground, to hide his guns from 
direct observation. In this si­ 
tuation, our ability to locate 
his weapons, the ones firing 
these fragmenting projectiles, 
is ridiculously and unbelie­ 
vably unacceptable. 
“ But even if we should find 
a way to locate his weapons, 
our ability to bring these wea­ 
pons under effective fire is 
not only vanishingly small, 
it’s totally unknown.” 
Helmets, Armo r Obso lete 
Experts also charge that 
thousands of men, who have 
been killed in Vietnam by fly­ 
ing shrapnel, could have been 
saved if the Army helmet

We keep sending in the 
strings of infantry to do the 
job, just as we did in the Civil 
War, and then call for an in­ 
crease in the draft.” 
Sto mach Pains 
Air Force enlisted men, 
who have received intense 
training in such specialities 
as 
linguistics, 
have 
com­ 
plained to us that they should 
have studied cooking. 
For 
cooks go up the promotion 
ladder faster than the special­ 
ists, whose small number lim­ 
its their advancement possi­ 
bilities. 
In the hush-hush Security 
Service, for example, the step 
up from two to three stripes 
Is painfully slow.

Answer to Inflation 


The Communist Third Inter­ 
national arranged by Lenin in 
1919 included a call for “ the 
realization of Socialism, the 
first step toward the Commu­ 
nist commonwealth.”

states because our Supreme 
Court has ruled that, “ That 
which the Federal Govern­ 
ment subsidizes, it shall conr 
trol.” 
Price and wage controls 
would also poison free enter­ 
prise capitalism because (1) 
controls that kill the profit 
system kill incentive, and (2) 
such controls would cancel in­ 
dustry’s ability to invest in 
new and better equipment. 
A s 
things 
become 
still 
worse, the secret Council on 
Foreign Relations controllers, 
who saturate the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration, would “ feel for- 


President Nixon has been 
beset by Republican as well 
as Democratic “ doves” on 
the Vietnam war issue, and 
the country may have gotten 
the impression that he is not 
going to have the support of 
some members of his own 
party in the 1972 campaign. 
But Senator Mark Hatfield 
of Oregon, Republican, one of 
th e most vocal of the 
“ doves,” in a most casual 
manner told a television au­ 
dience the other day that he 
really feels the President had 
espoused the philosophy of a 
n u m b e r of “ progressives” 
and “ liberals” in his recent 
State-Of-The-Union 
message. 
Senator Hatfield, who was ap­ 
pearing on ABC’s “ Issues and 
Answers,” wad asked if he 
was “saying that if Mr. Ni­ 
xon’s actual operating policies 
over the next two years are 
down the line of the State-Of- 
T h e-U ni on 
a d d r e s s , 
you would support him for 
renomination?” Mr. Hatfield 
answered: 
Details Needed 
“ I couldn’t see any reason 
why I shouldn’t support him 
for reelection. It seems to me 
that the State Of The Union 
set the theme—it set the 
mood. We have to certainly 
go into the details of it, but if 
we can get that implemented, 
the basic concepts in that 
State Of The Union, I can see 
no reason why moderate, li­ 
beral progressive Republicans 
and Democrats and indepen­ 
dents 
cannot 
support 
the 
President.” 
The Oregon senator was 
queried if it wouldn’t be a 
personal dilemma for him if 
the Democratic nominee in 
1972 is Senator Edmund Mus- 
kie, whose philosophy, it was 
pointed out, is closer to Hat­ 
field’s than to President Ni- 
xion’s. Mr. Hatfield replied 
that while this is true so far 
as political philosophies are 
concerned, he recalled that 
Senator Muskie defended “ the 
Johnson war” in 1968 when he 
w as th e 
vice-presidential 
nominee of the Democrats. 
The significance of the Hat­ 
field comment is that hereto­ 
fore it had been taken for 
granted the critics of the Ni­ 
xon administration—who have 
demanded a deadline on the 
withdrawal of 
U.S. 
troops 
from Vietnam and passage of 
resolutions prohibiting further 
involvement in Southeast Asia 
after a certain date—are ir- 


revocably opposed to the re- 
election of President Nixon 
and would fight him, in the 
1972 campaign. 
Senator 
Hatfield’s 
views 
are, therefore, a surprise. He 
himself is up for re-election in 
November 
1972, 
and 
con­ 
ceivably could run into diffi­ 
culties in his contest for reno­ 
mination if he is not on the 
administration side. But this, 
of course, has! not troubled 
other 
Oregon 
senators—for 
example, Wayne Morse, who 
used to take stands indepen­ 
dent of his party’s admin­ 
istration in Washington. 
The probability now is that 
the Vietnam war will have 
reached a definitive stage 
long before November 1972, 
and that some form of settle­ 
ment will have been attained. 
Incidentally, Vice President 
Agnew is in a much stronger 
position politically than a lot 
of people 
realize. 
Senator 
Hatfield said on the same 
program with respect to Mr. 
Agnew that “ it would be the 
height of political injustice to 
dump a good soldier, a man 
who had received orders, who 
has received his marching or­ 
ders, and who went out and 
performed them.” 
There are other Republi­ 
cans in the Senate who, like 
Mr. Hatfield, differ f r om 
some administration policies. 
It is interesting to note, how­ 
ever, that most of them come 
around to the 
support of 
President 
Nixon 
on 
other 
questions. 
The President still doesn’t 
have the solid backing of his 
party in the Senate, and this 
frequently causes him trouble 
in getting certain legislation 
through various committees. 
But 
as 
the 
election 
ap­ 
proaches, it will become ap­ 
parent to many of the sena­ 
tors who are going to be up 
for re-election in 1972 that 
they will need the assistance 
of President Nixon more than 
they perhaps have assumed. 
If economic stability should 
be restored and unemploy­ 
ment cut to a minimum, the 
chances of an overwhelming 
vote for the incumbent Presi­ 
dent would be materially en­ 
hanced. This is the talk heard 
nowadays among members of 
Congress. Committments to 
the administration 
by Re­ 
publicans in both houses will 
increase rather than diminish 
as the outlook for the Presi­ 
dent’s re-election grows brigh­ 
ter.

The result would 
be (1) still greater inflation, 
(2) still greater central con­ 
trol of city, county, and state, 
and (3) further paralysis of 
th e s o u r c e s of produc­ 
tion—industry and the indivi­ 
dual.

so nnel to su p erv ise the p riso ­ 
ners within the jail so they can 
hav e the max imu m p ro tectio n 
fro m each o ther and so me sem ­ 
blance o f sanitatio n.”

y o u r 
fello w wo rk ers u n harmed. 


In stu dies do n e o n p eo p le 
who are acciden t rep eaters, it 
was fo u n d that wo rk ers who 
hav e o n e acciden t after an ­ 
o ther can be div ided in to two 
catego ries. There is the wo rk - 
e r 
w ho 
in ju res 
himself 
thro u gh n o fau lt o f his o wn . 
He m ay hav e a deficien cy 
su ch as p o o r m u scu lar co o rdi­ 
n atio n , bad v isio n o r a p hy s­ 
ical disability . 


In su ch a case, tran sfer to 
wo rk fo r which he is better 
su ited might en d the chain o f 
in ju ries. It co u ld also be sim- 


p ly that he n eeds mo re in ­ 
stru ctio n to do his jo b safely .

safety m easu res p ro v ided fo r 
the hazards o f his jo b. He’s 
the wo rk er who leav es to o ls 
o r eq u ip men t o n 
the 
flo o r 
aro u n d his wo rk " area where 
he is almo st bo u n d to tu rn 
an d fall o v er them. 
Stu dies 
hav e 
sho wn 
that 
this k in d o f wo rk er may be 
irresp o n sible In o ther areas o f 
his life. He gen erally is reck ­ 
less, stu bbo rn , resists in stru c­ 
tio n , an d o ften has a v io len t 
temp er. He may dislik e his 
su p erv iso r in ten sely an d as a 
resu lt hav e v ery little in terest 
in his wo rk .

He said a rev isio n was necessary be­ 
cause it’s a different ball g ame to day . 
“ Fo r o ne thing ,” he said, “ student unrest has 
made co lleg e admissio ns o fficers reluctant to accept 
applicants who , by their hig h scho o l histo ries, indi­ 
cate they mig ht cause tro uble o n the campus.” 
He bases this n a surv ey o f 1 ,5 0 0 co lleg e admis­ 
sio n’s directo rs natio nwide. 
“ Tro uble-making ,” he said, “ hurts the co lleg es 
where it hurts a lo t—in the mo ney department. A 
number o f state leg islatures, 
as a reactio n to 
tro uble o n the campus, hav e cut back appro pria­ 
tio ns. 
-And many co lleg es hav e fo und g ifts fro m g radu­ 
ates do wn after a perio d o f tro uble o n campus.“ 
Since his first “ ho w-to ” bo o k fo r co lleg e-bo und 
y o uths, Dr. Fine said it has beco me mo re difficult 
to g et into a g o o d co lleg e—ex cept fo r applicants 
fro m mino rity g ro ups, including the financially -un- 
derpriv ilig ed white students. 
What else has chang ed: tuitio n. Ten y ears ag o , he 
had two daug hters in co lleg e and the annual bill 
was $2 ,5 00. To day , the bill fo r o ne daug hter is $5 ,000 
a y ear.

Foyt En jo ys Starting Ahead of Pack

ONTARIO — A. J. Foyt 
doesn’t like the idea of fight­ 
ing his way through a traffic 
jam just to get ahead of ev­ 
erybody. It’s a lot easier to 
start at the head of the pack 
and let the other guys worry 
about coming from behind. 


And that’s just where Foyt is 
going to be when the $200,000 
Miller High Life gets under 
way Sunday: at the head of 
the pack. 
Foyt set a track record for 
stockers 
at 
Ontario 
Motor 
Speedway when he captured 
the pole position with a speed 
of 151.711 mph during Thurs­ 
day’s first day of qualifying. 
Richard Petty had held the 
top speed of the day when he 
took his ’71 Plymouth around 
the 21/2 mile oval at 149.630,

but by the time qualifying had 
ended Petty was third fastest 
behind Foyt and Bobby Isaac. 
Isaac wasted no time in go­ 
ing after Foyt’s top speed 
mark. The C a t a w b a , S.C., 
Grand National champion took 
the track right after P'oyt had 
left it and promptly became 
the only other driver to break 
the 150 mph barrier. 
But his 150.097 wasn’t good 
enough to unseat Foyt from 
the pole. 
After qualifying had ended, 
Foyt said he wasn’t confident 
that he would have been able 
to capture the pole. 
“ I just wasn’t going fast 
enough earlier in the day,” 
said the likable Texan. ‘‘I 
knew Bobby was running fast 
and he was sitting right be­ 
hind me on the qualifying 
line.” 
‘‘The pressure was on and 


all I could do was go out 
there and do my best.” 
Isaac had been running laps 
of 151 mph during practice, 
but it was Foyt who turned it 
on under pressure. 
Under NSCAR regulations, 
of a three-abreast start, the 
f a s t e s t qualifier gets his 
choice of positions in the front 
row. Foyt wasn’t sure whe­ 
ther he would start from the 
inside position or the outside, 
but he isn’t about to start from 
the middle. 
‘‘I don’t want any part of 
that middle,” he said. ‘‘The 
outside man’s coming in, the 
inside man’s going out, and if 
you’re in the middle you’ve 
either got to accelerate like 
hell or drop back and get 
your neck out of there.” 
‘‘Right now, 
I 
want 
the 
p o l e . Why? Because I ’m 
choosy,” he said with a smile. 


Foyt 
can 
afford 
to 
be 
choosy right now, he collected 
$2,500 for his effort Thursday. 
Although he was noticably 
placed with his performance, 
he won’t be concerned with 
any record break ng speeds 
on Sunday. 
‘‘If I can win this baby and 
average 50 miles per hour, 
I ’ll be just as happy as if I 
had averaged 250.” 
As the second fastest quali­ 
fier, Isaac will probably take 
the outside position that Foyt 
doesn’t choose, leaving Petty 
t o 
occupy 
the 
dangerous 
middle. 
Pete Hamilton will start the 
Miller on the inside of the 
second row, after leading all 
the qualifiers before 
Petty 
bumped h m. Hamilton, the 
fourth fastest at 149.256, will 
be joined in the second row 
by Fred Lorenzen and Petty’s 


teammate, Buddy Baker. 
The West coast's top threat 
to unset the Southern drivers, 
Ray Elder, Carruthers, Ca., 
qualified seventh and will be 
on the inside of the third row. 
A l t h o u g h Petty, Foyt, 
Isaac, and Baker drew high 
numbers in the qualifying or­ 
der, it had little effect on 
their performances as track 
officials 
extended 
the 
two 
hour qualifying deadline to as 
long as all the drivers needed 
to make a run. 
Those drivers who couldn’t 
make the top 20 positions in 
Thursday's 
qualifying 
will 
take the track again today 
when the second 20 spots (21- 
40) will be filled. 
Foyt believes an average 
speed of between 125-130 mph 
will win the Miller as he fore­ 
sees a lot of lost time under 
the yellow caution flag due to 


the large field. 
The 1969 Mercury pilot had 
six flat tires on Thursday as 
a number of the big stockers 
lost body rivets during the 
gruelling qualifying runs. 
He used the same engine 
that he used to win the pole 
last Sunday at Daytona, but 
he plans to install a new pow­ 
er plant before the race be­ 
gins at 11 a.m. Sunday. 
Foyt drew some friendly 
criticism 
from 
his 
closest 
competitor, Bobby Isaac, af­ 
ter taking the pole: 
‘‘Every 
time, 
that 
Foyt 
whips me like I ’m not even 
here,” said Isaac. ‘‘I don’t 
know how he does it.” 
Action will get under way

Police said the altercation be­ 
gan after Duke appeared on his 
late newscast (KNXT) Saturday 
night. He then went to his 
wife’s 
home and 
apparently 
saw Berman inside. 
Duke went to his West Holly­ 
wood apartment, got a hunting 
rifle and returned to the home 
where he forced entry, beat his 
wife then fatally shot Berman, 
police said. 
Duke 
originally 
was 
from 
Portland, 
Ore., 
and 
was 
a 


sportscaster in that city before 
he moved to Los Angeles and 
became one of a few black 
newsmen to gain prominence in 
his field. 
Berman, 51, a Caucasian, was 
a professor of history at Los

College 
and 
advocate of liberal causes dat­ 
ing back more than 20 years. 
He has gained wide recognition 
in the black community for his 
radio commentary. 
Attorneys Paul Caruso and 
Charles Lloyd said they would 
use the defense that Duke was 


in an epileptic trance at the 
time of the shooting, that it was 
a “ crime of passion” and that 
he acted in self-defense.

$310,000 reductio n in co sts sho uld also accrue to 
earning s this y ear as a result o f the co nso lidatio n o l 
38 retail o ffices. Family Finance o perates a chain o l 
6 2 retail furniture sto res estimated to hav e co n­ 
tributed abo ut 13 cents a share to pro fits. Eig ht new 
o utlets were scheduled to o pen by the end o f calen­ 
dar 19 70. The co mpany ’s insurance business has 
been hig hly pro fitable and acco unted fo r 34 per cent 
o f fiscal 19 6 9 earning s. Plans fo r take-o v er o f a life 
and casualty insurance co mpany with assets o f $15 
millio n hav e been anno unced.

I poor circulation results .from 
I the heart beating so slowly that 
it is not pumping enough blood. 
The slow heart rate is caused 
; by a defect in the heart that 
prevents 
the 
normal 
trans­ 
mission of the heart’s electrical 
impulse from the top part of 


the heart to the lower heavy 
muscular pumping chambers- 
In normal people the heart is 
stimulated by a tiny anatomical 
spark plug at the top of the 
heart. When this impuse can 
not pass to the lower part of 
the heart, a much slower signal 
is generated within the heavy 
heart muscle itself. This is all 
that keeps the heart going. De­ 
pending upon where the slower 
signal comes from, the heart 


usually our old “ friend,” ath­ 
erosclerosis, or fatty deposits, 
in the arteries that supply blood 
to that area. 
In some cases when there are 
too many attacks or the heart 
rate can not be kept at high 
enough level by other means 
(pills), an electrical pacemaker 
or stimulator can be put in the 
heart. This device sends out 
signals regularly that are trans­ 
mitted directly from the device 
to the heart muscle of the lower 
chamber 
through 
wires 
at­ 
tached by needles to the heart 
muscle- Many people are alive 
today because of these devices. 
Not all patients need them if 
they respond well to medicine. 
Yes, diet is important. Just 
controlling the body weight is 
important since it decreases the 
amount of work the heart must 
do. 
O b v i o u s l y , anyone with 
Stokes-Adams attacks should be 
under a doctor’s care.

Afte r ? 4 Months 


In December 1969 I completed purchase of a Sky­ 
line mobile home from an area dealer and it was 
moved into the park space where it still remains 
almost a year later. 
The cost of this mobile home approximated $8,694 
and on completion of all payments on this total, as 
work in establishing the home on the site progressed, 
some work that was to be done was not completed. 
The leveling of the home with jacks as it settled, 
replacement of several doors that were so warped it 
was difficult to close them, trim installation of a 
closet door, and installation of moulding in corners 
and around the ceiling—these were the major items 
not completed when the total $8,694 was paid. 
In December 1969, I made some 15 phone calls to 
the salesman, urging him to finish this work. In 
March 1970, I called again and the salesman prom­ 
ised to send a man to complete the work some time 
that week. 
Three weeks passed and no one arrived, so I called 
again. The salesman was out so I told another 
salesman about the incomplete work. He agreed 
that the work should be done and promised that 
when our salesman returned he would have him call 
me. 
Two weeks elapsed without this call. Then I met 
the installing man and told him how things stood. 
He told me the doors had been ordered and would 
be replaced as soon as they arrived. I also told him 
. that if something wasn’t done within 10 days, I 
f would take the matter up with Action Line. 
The salesman then called me and said he had 
dune everything that he could do to get the manu­ 
facturer to take care of my problems. He told me 
that I should contact the Skyline plant at Hemet. 
it is now November 1970 and none of the work has 
been done. I think the responsibility lies with the 
manufacturer as the salesman appears to have tried 
to get work completed.—W. W. 
Action Line contends that a merchant is respon­ 
sible for the merchanise he sells. If the manufac­ 
turer will not replace or repair defective goods, it is 
the merchant’s responsibility. A consumer goes to a 
merchant with the good faith that the merchant 
stands behind what he sells. 
A merchant may have real problems with a man­ 
ufacturer, but the consumer should not have to bear 
the brunt of such problems. 
In this instance, your dealer provided Action Line 
with copies of his letters through May 1970 to the 
manufacturer, pleading for the materials needed to 
complete finishing work on ycur mobilehome. 
The dealer further asserted that his firm no long­ 
er sells Skyline products because of service prob­ 
lems. 
Following our second request for action on your 
incomplete but year-old mobilehome, Skyline Homes 
denied every having received correspondence from 
you concerning the problems, although the dealer 
documented having forwarded letters to Skyline and 
we had forwarded a copy of your letter, listing all 
the problems, a month previously. 
The manufacturer then authorized the dealer to 
complete re-leveling of your mobilehome. As the 
wood trim used in your home was no longer being 
used, Skyline forwarded a sample of a similar wood 
and asked if it would be acceptable. This was on 
Dec. 21. 
You replied that it would be acceptable. and re­ 
minded Skyline that three doors were so warped 
thev required replacement. You also provided exact 
measurements of all trim wood 
and 
moulding 
needed. 
So as 1970 came to an end, you and Action Line 
expected that your home would be completed at last. 
The leveling was completed by the dealer soon the­ 
reafter. 
Then January passed without any word or contact 
concerning the needed moulding trim and doors. 
Then February began to slip by, and on Feb. 18, 
Action Line made a final request for action on your 
incomplete mobilehome. Skyline contacted you by 
phone the next day, made a tentative appointment 
for a workman to call and the finishing work and 
door straightening was accomplished to your satis­ 
faction the following Monday. So 14 months after 
you purchased the Skyline mobile-home, it is “ brand 
new.”

Candidates Ide ntify City s Needs

candidates Thursday night iden­ 


tified some of Pomona’s great­ 
est needs 
as 
greater unity, 
s t r o n g e r leadership, lower 
taxes, better community rela­ 
tions and a City Council more 
receptive to the people. 
Thirteen of the 14 candidates 
seeking election to three council 
seats 
at 
Tuesday’s 
election, 
spoke before several hundred 
persons 
at 
the 
Palomares 
Community Building in a forum 
s p o n s o r e d by the Pomona 
League of Women Voters. 
Each was given three min­ 
utes to speak 
on the 
topic 
“ What 
do you 
consider 
Po­ 
mona’s greatest needs?” This 
was followed by a question and 
answer period, then each was 
given two minutes to sum up. 
The five candidates for ma­ 
yor are incumbent, Ben Law- 
ng, former mayor Richard C. 
Brownell, Councilman William 
G. Herrera, Monroe Jones and 
John W. Ridley Jr. 
Herrera said he believes that 
leadership is the first soluton 
to 
Pomona’s 
problem. 
“ We 
need a good legislation and a 


man who will be a catalyst at 
the 
city 
level. 
The 
mayor 
should have access to govern­ 
ment at the county, state and 
federal levels since Pomona is 
vying for outside funds as are 
surrounding cities,” he said. 
He also proposed bringing the 
City Council and the Pomona 
School District board together 
on a regular basis. “ The city 
would benefit if the two groups 
would work together,” he said. 
Lawing said 
Pomona 
does 
suffer 
from 
some 
problems 
common to other cities, but it 
does has some assets. These in­ 
clude more churches, modem 
civic 
center, 
functional 
and 
beautiful library, excellent po­ 
lice and fire departments and 
five freeways he said. 
“ Our 
greatest need 
is 
to 
tackle our problems and direct 
our efforts and speech to a 
more positive direction, he said. 
Lawing pledged to refrain from 
derogatory comments and to 
“ talk up” the city’s assets. 


Need for Leadership 


Jones said the greatest need 
is for leadership. He said the 
city needs those leaders who 
can relate to all the people of 
the community. “ I understand 
all the needs of Pomona and I 
can relate to all the people of 


Pomona,” Jones said. 
He also said the mayor must 
be a person who can relate to 
people in businesses and in­ 
dustry and in Washington and 
Sacramento to get those things 
needed in Pomona. Jones said 
was the “ father” of the human 
life commission and helped to 
establish new laws in hiring 
practices. 
Brownell, who identified him­ 
self as a conservative candi­ 
date, said he bslieved in the 
free enterprise system and that 
government is the necessary 
evil needed to do those things 
people can’t do for themselves 
such as police and fire protec­ 
tion and water and sewer serv­ 
ices. 
“ I agree it is time to change 
the methods at city hall. We 
need a new Pomona. The old 
one is tarnished at the moment. 
Investors and developers have 
been discouraged from our city 
and many good citizens have 
been chased away by an un­ 
sympathetic local government,” 
he said. 
Ridley said the major prob­ 
lem 
is 
local 
unemployment. 
General Dynamics is now down 
to 4,000 employes 
the 
Mar- 
quardt 
and 
Monesco 
plants 
have cut back, and Burlington 


Mills will soon close down, he 
said. 
“ Why do businesses leave?” 
he asked. “ Our tax rate is too 
high. We need a City Council 
that will get rid of the utility 
tax and reduce tfie tax base by 
10 per cent.” 
Candidates for the 1st council 
district are incumbent Fred Li­ 
vermore, Stan Kawa, and Rich­ 
ard (Buz) French. 
Kawa 
said 
the 
incumbent 
councilman is the architect of 
disunity. “ He has violated the 
letter and intent of the city 
charter by unnecessary inter­ 
ference with city administrative 
operations.” The council should 
not meddle in various city ad­ 
ministrative 
departments, 
he 
said adding. “ They are the pro­ 
fessional and we are the ama­ 
teurs.” 
French said the city’s great­ 
est need is unity, beginning at 
the council level. “ To solve the 
problem, we must unite and 
work as a team toward our 
common goal.” In building a 
home, builders start with solid 
foundation, he said. “ Our foun­ 
dation is sound but part of our 
city structure is weak.” 


Change in Attitude 


Livermore said the answer is 
simple—a change in the atti­ 


tude of people. “ The problems 
of Pomona are varied, but we 
are Americans. We have never 
been licked yet. 
Individually 
and collectively, let’s get behind 
Pomona and pull her up and 
over the mountain, he said. 
Candidates for the fourth dis­ 
trict and the post vacated by 
Herrera 
are former council­ 
man, Milton Ball, Walter E. 
Sterk, Clyde Stephens, Charles 
Bader, Mrs. Margaret Preska 
and Merle Wooten. Wooten was 
unable to attend the meeting. 
Mrs. Preska said the city 
needs a 
strong council 
that 
knows how to set government 
policy and 
is not afraid to 
act—a council that will delegate 
responsibility to trustworthy, ta­ 
lented people—a council that 
knows how to oversee and di­ 
rect without interfering, and a 
c o u n c i l that respects the 
energies and abilities of all the 
people in the city. 
Stephens said Pomona must 
have a City Council that is res­ 
ponsive to the people it repre­ 
sents. He said the utility tax is 
an unnecessary burden on the 
people and he will move for its 
repeal. There are many areas 
where city spending can be cut, 
such as reducing the number of 
city vehicles and consolidating 


some city departments, he ad­ 
ded. 


Jobs, Lower Taxes 


Sterk said Pomona needs jobs 
and lower taxes. With the prob­ 
lems facing the city, it needs to 
elect men with leadership abil­ 
ities and common sense, he 
said. He urged the council to 
unite into a smooth working or­ 
ganization where each member 
welcomes the other’s sugges­ 
tions, 
ideas and constructive 
criticism. 
Ball said he favored the coun- 
cil-management form of govern­ 
ment and believed the council 
should tend to the policy mak­ 
ing duties and leave the oper­ 
ation of the city to the profes­ 
sionals 
in 
management. 
He 
proposed that a councilman be 
assigned to work with different 
ethnic groups. 
Bader said Pomona’s greatest 
problems 
include 
community 
relations and urban decay. He 
proposed asking the City Coun­ 
cil to call together groups like 
the Fair Housing Council and 
Board of Realtors to discuss 
housing policy; the chamber of 
commerce, NAACP and MAPA 
to discuss hiring practices; and 
church and service clubs to dis­ 
cuss community relations prob­ 
lems. 


Rowla nd Boa rd Oppos e s Any Sta ff Cuts

ROWLAND HEIGHTS - With 
about 100 teachers in attend­ 
ance, the Rowland school board 
directed administrators Thurs­ 
day night to make no reduc­ 
tions in 
the non-teaching or 
teaching staffs to balance the $1 
million-plus deficit 1971-72 bud­ 
get. 
The 
recommendation 
from 
president Paul Herman passed 
unanimously following a clash 
between Herman and Adrian 
Parker, president of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Teachers in 
Rowland. 
“ I believe the board and ad- 


ministrators are not 
meeting 
t h e i r primary responsibility. 
That is, to provide the best edu­ 
cation that we possibly can for 
the children of this district,” 
Parker charged. 
He then asked Herman if he 
knew how many Nogales High 
School students meet academic 
requirements of the University 
of California, the mean reading 
level of high school freshmen 
and certain aspects of the Mil- 
ler-Unruh reading program at 
the elementary level. 
Herman responded that nei­ 
ther he nor any other board 
member could be expected to 
have access to all facts and in­ 
formation within the district. 


Trustee John Blackburn inter­ 


rupted, criticizing Parker for 


“ putting blame” on the present 


board for inadequacies within 


the district “ although we ha­ 
ven’t had full control for the six 
or seven years you speak of.” 
Parker countered with the 
statement that the “ philosphy 
remains the same.” 
“ The parents and taxpayers 
of this district have approved a 
tax rate which would enable the 
board to levy approximately 
$800,000, yet the board opposes 
that. It is your responsibility to 
provide the students . . . with 


the best education possible,” 
Parker said. 
Herman revealed then that he 


was about to recommend no 


teacher position or salary cuts, 
but he thought “ it was a shame 
that we have people like that 
(pointing 
at 
Parker) 
repre­ 
senting a percentage of teach­ 
ers in this district.” 
He pointed out that he re­ 
ferred to the AFT and not the 
other teacher group, Associated 
Rowland Educators. 
Board members then agreed 
that in light of the growth po­ 
tential throughout the district in 


1971-72, it would not be feasible 
to consider releasing any staff 
members. No motion was nec­ 
essary. The action came simply 
as a board directive. 


The administration must now 


consider reductions in the re- 


m a i n i n g 
priorities 
recom­ 
mended by Supt. Stan Oswalt. 
Those 
recommendations 
are: 
reduce education program by 
$116,000; 
reduce 
reserves 
to 
$152,000, allowing $500,000 to be 
distributed elsewhere; increase 
the tax rate by 54 cents, provid­ 
ing an additional $410,000. 
Herman 
announced 
at 
the 


meeting’s 
beginning 
that 
he 


would not seek reelection to the 


board because he may receive 


job promotions that would take 
him out of the Rowland district. 
“ Personally I found it to be a 
v e r y d i f f i c u l t decision to 
make . . . However, in keeping 
with my policy of trying to be 
fair to the district and the vo­ 
ters of our community, in mak­ 
ing decisions I felt it the best 
thing to do . . . I feel confident 
that the voters will select the 
most qualified 
candidates 
to 
represent them on this board of 
education,” he said. 


Eight Inc umbe nts 
Won't Se e k Posts 


Eight incumbents, 
including 
Fred H. Harmsen of Pomona, a 
25-year member 
and current 
chairman of the Mt. San An­ 
tonio College board, won’t seek 
r e - e l e c t i o n to area school 
boards, it was apparent today 
at the end of the filing period.

ONTARIO - Air cargo has 
become a big business at On­ 
tario International Airport. 
More than 60,000 pounds of 
freight is handled daily at the 
airport’s three major cargo ter­ 
minals, with more than two 
million 
pounds recorded last 
year. 
The cargo ranges from un­ 
hatched eggs and wild animals 
to race 
horses, 
fresh vege­ 
tables, and car racing parts. 
Universal 
Airlines 
handles 
only cargo at the airport, while 
Air Cargo, Inc., and Air West 
load their frieght on scheduled 
passenger flights. 
B i l l Kuhlmeyer, 
assistant 
manager for Universal oper­ 
ations at Ontario, said his firm 
averages about 50,000 pounds of 
freight daily. 
The airline, based at a hang­ 
ar at the Lockheed Aircraft Co. 


facility, uses a DC-8 to haul 
General Motors auto parts daily 
from Detroit to Ontario for dis­ 
tribution to the assembly plants 
located on the West Coast. 


“ We carry all kinds of parts, 
except for engines,” he said. On 
the return flights, the plane is 
loaded with fresh produce for 
the Detroit markets. 
Universal 
also 
hauls 
tho­ 
roughbred race horses about 10 
times a year to Lexington, Ky. 
“ We use a Lockheed Electra, 
which has stalls for 17 horses,” 
he said. “ The number of horses 
carried varies with the flights.

Mortuaries are frequent users 
of the air cargo services, he 
aid. “ We average sending one 
deceased person a day to cities 
back East. These come from fu­

Springs, Pomona and Victor­ 
ville.” 
Wolford said the freight office 
gets a lot of exotic birds from 
Florida, 
Europe 
and

America. 
“ On the other hand, we ship 
out a lot of poultry. These come 
from hatcheries in Riverside 
and Chino and most are sent to 
Seattle,” he said. 


“ In season, we may ship out 
two or three thousand a week,”

Astonishing Word 


It was obvious from the time President Nixon fin­ 
ished his State of the Union address to Congress 
that his six-point, peaceful revolution program was 
in for a rough battle. Mr. Nixon had known it long 
before he ever finished the document. 


Perhaps the bluntest opposition came, however, 
from what should be an impartial source. 


r 
After considering the controversial issue of reve­ 
nue sharing, Democratic Chairman Wilbur Mills, 
and ranking Republican member John Byrnes, of 
the House Ways and Means Committee, agreed to 
hold public hearings. Mills then added the appalling 
frank statement that the hearing sould not be “ for 
the purpose of promoting the plan—for the purpose 
of killing it.” 


It is not astonishing, of course, that Wilbur Mills 
should want to kill the plan. What is astonishing is 
the forthright, before the fact admission that Con­ 
gressional committee public hearings might be held 
for the purpose either of promoting or killing any 
legislative proposal. 


Congressional committees do, of course, ha\e 
much to say about the fate of legislation. But as 
William Randolph Hearst Jr. commented, it was 
“ an astonishing statement to come from a man sup­ 
posedly fairminded enough to listen without bias to 
all sides of a controversial matter of grave impor­ 
tance.” 


Even more astonishing coming from a man who 
far from being meagerly informed about the facts of 
and need for revenue sharing had been thoroughly 
briefed only moments before by the White House. 


Chairman Mills was immediately and properly ta­ 
ken to task by presidential aide John Erlichman for 
his blunt announcement of intent to turn a “ public” 
hearing into a legislative lynching party. 


Buffalo Who? 


Almost a century and a quarter ago William F. 
Cody was bom in Scott County, Iowa. 


So? 


So, for those who not too surprisingly have to ask 
that question, William F. Cody was better known as 


“ Buffalo Bill.” 


Buffalo who? 


Buffalo Bill of the long hair (white) and flowing 
moustache (also white) and the buckskin jacket 
with fringe, and the frontier pants. 


No, not a 19th century hippie; one of the great 
showmen of American history. Whether Bill Cody 
ever really had the cowboy career on the western 
plains that was the background of his circus fame is 
moot. But in his lifetime he gave a great many 
thousands of people, particularly those under 30, a 
great deal of excitement and flamboyant sort of en­ 
tertainment. 


February 26. 1846 was his birth date. To one of 
the bright stars of show business during the past 
century even those among us whose lives he never 
touched in person might well give as a birthday 
greeting a paraphrase of a modern long-hair salute:. 
“ Ride on!” 


Tax, Tax, Tax 


During the upcoming federal fiscal year 1971-72 
the government will be spending $229.2 billion. Cali­ 
fornians will be digging down to pay $25.8 billion of 
that. 


That isn’t all, ol course—in case you have started 
trudging that depressing road to April 15 and feel 
even worse off tax-wise than those figures would 
warrant. The California Chamber of Commerce has 
come up with the news that taxpayers in this state 
pay “ an amazing figure of $36 billion per year” for 
ali governmental purposes including federal, state 
and local. That’s about what the entire federal bud­ 
get was 20 years ago, the Chamber figures. 


To turn the knife in the wound a little more, con­ 
sider the various forms of taxation upon which the 
Chamber based its estimate just for the California 
share of the national total. The levies are on indivi­ 
dual income, corporate income, estate, alcoholic 
beverages, tobacco, 
motor vehicles, 
trust 
fund 
receipts and a number of miscellaneous source 
items. 


Wasn't it Harry Hopkins who said in the Roosevelt 
era: “ Tax and tax and tax. . . .” ? Somebody took 
him seriously. 


Note On Apollo 14 


The full evaluation of the moon flight of Apollo 14 
will be some time in coming. But 
one conclusion 
occurred to a number of TV watchers of the splash­ 
down and recovery. 


Even though the “ rescue” went smoothly in fairly 
quiet seas, the way the command capsule was rol­ 
ling in the swells during flotation collar procedures, 
and the fact that its occupants would be in isolation 
for 17 more days, must have convinced the three 
astronauts that it does, after all, take longer to get 
home from the airport than it does to make the trip.

Sav ides said a sp ecific co m­ 
p lain t b ro u ght to his atten tio n 
in v o lv ed men p laced in iso latio n 
whe are req u ired to stan d at at­ 
ten tio n , p u t their b acks again st 
the wall an d giv e their n am e 
an d n u m b er when an o fficer ap ­ 
p ears at the do o r ev ery 2 5 min ­ 
u tes to check their p resen ce. 
“The sheriff adv ised me this

co n tin u ed,” he said. “ I also n o ­ 
ticed fro m their reco rds that 
p riso n ers are n o t p laced in iso ­ 
latio n to o o ften o r fo r to o lo n g 
p erio ds.” 


Sav ides said co n trary to co n ­ 
ditio n s at Glen Helen , he fo u n d

San Bern ardin o to b e “o v er­ 
cro wded, dirty , alm o st like a 
ju n gle.” 
“Co n ditio n s are at their wo rst 
in the wo men ’s sectio n o f the 
jail,” he said. 
“Co mp o u n din g 
this p ro b lem in this o ld jail is 
the fact the sheriff do es n o t 
hav e adeq u ate o p eratio n al p er­ 
so n n el to su p erv ise the p riso ­ 
n ers within the jail so they can 
hav e the max imu m p ro tectio n 
fro m each o ther an d so me sem­ 
b lan ce o f san itatio n .” 
Sav ides said he u n derstan ds 
that p ro b lems which the cen tral 
jail p resen ts will b e co rrected 
when the n ew co u n ty jail is 
o p en ed. “ It is p o ssib le, ho w­ 
ev er, tha t so me o f the p ro b lems 


m ay co n tin u e in the n ew facili­ 
ty if the sheriff do es n o t hav e 
the n ecessary staff to o p erate 
the ex p an ded facility .”

Octo b er that a n ew dep artmen t

Richard Petty had held the 
top speed of the day when he 
took his ’71 Plymouth around 
the 2J.-> mile oval at 149.GOO, 


m i

but by the time qualifying had 
ended Petty was third fastest 
behind Foyt and Bobby Isaac. 
Isaac wasted no time in go­ 
ing after Foyt’s 
top 
speed 
mark. The C a t a w b a , S.C., 
Grand National champion took 
the track right after Foyt had 
left it and promptly became 
the only other driver to break 
the 150 mph barrier. 
But his 150.097 wasn’t good 
enough to unseat Foyt from 
the pole. 
After qualifying had ended, 
Foyt said he wasn’t confident 
that he would have been able 
to capture the pole. 
“ 1 just wasn’t going fast 
enough earlier in the day,” 
said 
the likable Texan. 
‘‘I 
knew Bobby was running fast 
and he was sitting right be­ 
hind me on 
the 
qualifying 
line.” 
‘‘The pressure was cn and 


all I could do was go out 
there and do my best.” 
Isaac had been running laps 
of 151 mph during practice, 
but it was Foyt who turned it 
on under pressure. 
Under NSCAR regulations, 
of a three-abreast start, the 
f a s t e s t qualifier gets his 
choice of positions in the front 
row. Foyt wasn’t sure whe­ 
ther he would start from the 
inside position or the outside, 
but he isn’t about to start from 
the middle.

teammate, Buddy Baker. 
The West coast’s top threat 
to unset the Southern drivers, 
Ray Elder, Carruthers, Ca., 
qualified seventh and will be 
on the inside of the third row. 
A l t h o u g h Petty, Foyt, 
Isaac, and Baker drew high 
numbers in the qualifying or­ 
der, it had little effect on 
their performances as track 
officials 
extended 
the 
two 
hour qualify ng deadline to as 
long as all the drivers needed 
to make a run. 
Those drivers who couldn’t 
make the top 20 positions in 
Thursday’s 
qualifying 
will 
take the track again today 
when the second 20 spots (21- 
40) will be filled. 
Foyt believes an average 
speed of between 125-130 mph 
will win the Miller as he fore­ 
sees a lot of lost time under 
the yellow caution flag duetto 


the large field. 
The 1969 Mercury pilot had 
six flat tires on Thursday as 
a number of the big stockers 
lost body rivets during the 
gruelling qualifying runs.
